on the basis of inflated values Is de- 
moralizing and in the end tends to in- 
volve legitimate industry " 


Ten years ago when the money cen- 


;ers in the east was troubled about 
:he same as they are now with a slump 
n the commercial value of securities 
t was then said, by the gold standard 
press, that it was caused by the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law, 
and the fear that we are going to a 
silver basis 
A great many people, 


including President Cleveland were 
ed to believe that thrs was the cause 
and the President called congress to- 
;ether to remedy the trouble and we 
all know the result 


Now that the gold standaid is 
in 


force, and the fact that the "calamity 
houleis ha\e been exceedingly quiet 
foi some time and the long whiskered 
populists have not been very noisy foi 
a number of years makes a, new line 
of excuses a necessity and the gold 
tandaid press being very fertile rn 
esouices 
will attempt to lead the 


people astray by a new route 


The so-called gold standard is based 


on two pet cent of gold and 98 pe* 
cent of delusion, often called 
confi 


dence and when the Chronicle talks 
about a general i eduction of market 
values to actual values it has got be- 
yond its depth foi actual value of 
property under the gold standard is 
subject to the whims and manluverS 
of the people who have the gold or 
can get it. 
" 


The gold standard is an mteinat- 


ional standard and should be so con- 
sidered when discussed 
In round 


numbers the stock of gold in the world 
is about me brllion dollars, resting on 
t-his slender foundation rs morp than 
two hundred and fifty billion dollars of 
debts or in other woids, the people 
and corporatoi s who are in debt have 
agreed to pay fifty times the amount 
of gold in existence and are increasing 
the obligations as fast as compound 
inteiest and the confidence of security 
holdeis will permit 
Actual values of 


pioperty under these conditions is a 
difficult problem to solve
